No one would want to roh tv\o 
old army campaigners. President 
Eisenhower 
and 
Field 
Marshal 
Viscount 
Montgomery, 
of 
the 
pleasure of tramping around the 
fabled Civil War battlefields 
at 
Gettysburg. 
Nor could anyone really deny 
them 
the privilege 
of rom merit­ 
ing, as professional soldiers, on 
the strategy and tactics used by 
the Union and Confederate com­ 
mands in that tragic slaughter 
But as they walked and talked. 
they seemed oddly unmindful of 
the bitter irony of their little foray 
into the pa«-t. 
For 
the truth 
is 
that they and the kind of armies 
and tactics they knew in Work! 
W ar ll are as out of date today as 
they appear to believe those of 
Generals George Meade and Rob­ 
ert E. Lee were in 1863. 


Perhaps the quiet of the fields 
where Mr. Eisenhower 
and his 
British guest roamed was occa­ 
sionally shattered by the roar of 
Air Force jets sweeping the skies. 
A few years ago one might have 
called that sound prophetic of to­ 
morrow’s warfare 
Yet today it is 
almost obsolete Itself. 
In another war there will be no 
piston-engined aircraft such as did 
the strategic bombing and provid­ 
ed the air cover in the war Ike 
and Monty knew. Indeed, all pil­ 
oted military aircraft may soon 
be outmoded. 
We are entering 
the age of the pilotless plane, the 
rocket, the long-range guided mis­ 
sile. 
No more will generals ha\e the 
luxury of time Montgomery had 
to make massive preparations for 
attack, 
pulverizing 
enemy posi­ 
tions with artillery before he inch­ 
ed forward to new ground. 


No more, indeed, will generals 
likely have the chance Ike had to 
weigh and weigh and weigh the 
right 
moment to storm hostile 
beaches with a great w ater borne 
force. In fact, 
most experts haz­ 
ard that never again will there be 
a major landing from the sea by 
a mass army. 
Electronics and nuclear energy 
are transforming warfare as other 
adv ances have done before 
The 
generals who must fight it—and 
the whole world hopes they never 
do—may find it only a handicap 
to remember too much of World 
War ll. 
As men. Mr. Eisenhower and 
Marshal 
Montgomery 
are very 
much alive. But the two old gen­ 
erals who strode through the soft 
grass at 
Gettysburg were 
wan­ 
dering in the pages of history nly 
a few broad strides behind Gen­ 
erals Lee and Meade.

WASHINGTON. — Texas* Sen 
j Lyndon Johnson, the astute and 
I charming Democratic leader, has 
a persuasive way of putting his 
nc-c almost against another sena­ 
tor's. then telling him how much 
he loves him and how important 
it is to work together. 
Lyndon 
was busier than a bird dog during 
the debate on cutting the IT. S In­ 
formation 
Agency 
budget 
last 
week. 
Two huddles 
were 
especially 
significant 
They were with Sen. 
Jack Kennedy 
of Massachusetts, 
who’s been boomed as vice presi­ 
dential 
running-mate 
with 
Lyn­ 
don in I960; and Sen. Joe Clark 
of Pennsylvania, 
second 
Demo­ 
c ra tic mayor to be elected in Phil­ 
adelphia since the Civil War. 
Previously Clark and Kennedy 
had challenged Johnson’s steam­ 
roller tactics in cutting the U. S. 
information budget. 
Johnson pre­ 
sided 
over 
the 
appropriations 
i hearings on the U, S. Information 
Agency, printed some 1,200 pages 
of testimony, then expected his 
i colleagues to read it and vote in­ 
telligently in less than 24 hours. 
HOT INTERCHANGE 
“The hearings comprise a book 
of 1,231 pages,” complained Ken­ 
ned y , “ which 
became available 
to us on Monday.” 
“ The> 
became available this 
morning,” 
interjected 
Senator 
Smith of New Jersey, referring 
to Wednesday* 
“ I would like to know how* we 
could be expected to know very 
much about the subject,” contin­ 
ued Kennedy. 
I 
“Are you questioning the judg­ 
ment 
of the 
committee*” 
shot 
back Johnson 
“ If you’d been lis­ 
tening 
\ou might 
learn some­ 
thing.” 
“ I have been here listening for 
three hours.” 
replied 
Kennedy. 
The implication was that he had 
learned 
little 
from 
Johnson’* 
speech. 
(Part of this exchange 
was later censored from the Con­ 
gressional Record ) 
Later Senator Clark expressed 
the same complaint. 
“ I 
made 
every 
endeavor, 
‘ through the efforts of my staff 
I yesterday, to get the committee 
I report and the committee hear­ 
ings, bar I w as unable to obtain 
them.” 
Johnson 
replied 
that 
Clark 
should 
have asked him 
direct. 
However, that is not the job of a 
senator. 
He is supposed to have 
hearings of important bills sent 
him automatically several day*, 
lf not a week, in advance in order 
to vote intelligently. 
The truth is that the hearings 
were 
not printed until 
Monday 
night, were not delivered to Capi­ 
tol Hill until Tuesday, and most 
senators did not see them until 
Wednesday morning, the day they 
were asked to vote. 
“The fact that none of the sena­ 
tors have had time to read 
the 
manv pages of testimony—to cut 
the heart out of an agency which 
is vital to the country’s interest* 
is 
almost irresponsible,” 
com­ 
plained Senator Case of New Jer­ 
sey, Republican. 
Later, Johnson w7as seen hud­ 
dling with Democrats Clark and 
Kennedy. 
He told them, 
sepa­ 
rately, this was a personal issue; 
that as chairman of the subcom­ 


mittee which recommended gut­ 
ting the U. S. Information Agency 
he must have their vote. 
He got 
85. 
Only one Democrat, Neuberger 
of Oregon, stood up to vote against 
the powerful, persuasive Demo­ 
cratic leader of the Senate. 


THE TRUTH VS. LYNDON 


What Johnson did not tell his 
colleagues was that that he did 
not tell the truth in presenting 
his demand that the HSIA budget 
be gutted. 
On at least three very import­ 
ant points, Johnson deliberately 
misled

senators.

were; 
1. He charged that the I'SIA

press associations, when two let­ 
ters had been read in the hear­ 
ings. from the Associated Prest 
and the International News Serv­ 
ice, stating this was not the case. 
2.

Gasoline Fumes

{Fear Chinese 
j Riots May Hurt 
Foreign Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON CP)- Some con 
| gressmen feared today that the 
I sacking of the lh S, embassy in 
Nationalist China may hurt Presi 
dent Eisenhower s foreign aid hill. 
Rep. John Vorys (R Ohio), a key 
member of the House Foreign Af 
fairs Committee, said he expects 
opponents of foreign aid to cite 
the Formosa developments during 
House ftbor debate on the aid bill. 
Vorys spoke out sharply in crit­ 
icism of Chinese mobs w hioh storm­ 
ed the embassy Friday in protest 
against the acquittal of a U. S. 
soldier in the death of a Chine.se 
laborer. 
“ It makes me pretty hot,” Vorys 
said. 
"I think they’d better get 
their shirts on and show a little 
understanding.” 
The incident raised other con 
gressional t e m p e r a t u r e s and 
brought demands affecting other 
aspects of American foreign policy. 
Sen. A. Willis Robertson (I).Va ) 
insisted the Arm> consider bring 
ing home some of its troops station 
cd 
in 
72 countries around 
the 
world. 
Robertson said the Formosa in 
cident squared with other reports 
that friction is developing steadily 
in foreign countries where “we 
would ordinarily look for friend­ 
ship" because of U. S. aid 
Rep. Frank Bow (R-Ohio) said 
he will try to attach a rider to 
the foreign aid bill to do away 
with the status of forces agree­ 
ment with other nations. 
Under 
such agreements U. S. troops can 
he tried in foreign courts for off 
duty offenses committed away from 
the base. 
Bow said he has written to Sec 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
asking if the United States is con­ 
ducting negotiations for a status 
of forces agreement with National­ 
ist China, as reported in press dis-1 
patches. 
If so. he said, he would 
demand the negotiations be brok­ 
en off.

town. 
I have the sole responsibil 
ity on deciding when that time 
comes and I am taking the respon­ 
sibility for starting the pumps at 
6 p. rn. Wednesday.” 
He said that after the pumps 
were started the water stayed at 
the same point on the gauge inside 
the levee for 14 hours before it 
started going down 
Mr. Kibler explained that the 
two pumps at the North Harris­ 
burg station pump out 42.000 gal­ 
lons of water per minute each and 
the two at Pankey Branch pump 
out 32.000 gallons per minute each, 
making a total of 8,880.000 gallons 
of water being pumped out of the 
city each hour. 
Mr. Kibler said the situation all 
boiled down to the fact that Har­ 
risburg had an unprecedented nine 
and a half inch ran in 36 hours 
and that the flood protection sys­ 
tem was not designed to take care 
of so much rainfall in such a short 
period. 
Must Use Own Judgm ent 
“Those in charge of the pumps 
must use their judgment as to when 
the flow outward stops, then close 
the gates to prevent water from 
the outside coming inside the levee, 
he stated. 
“ When the gates are 
closed, the pumps are started. 
“The levee and pump system 
does not guarantee against high 
water inside the city, but it does 
prevent flood waters of catastro­ 
phic proportion, such as in 1937. 
“It is possible, in event of heavy, j 
continuous rainfall after the gates 
have beer closed, for water to rise 
within the levee faster than it can 
be pumped out. But, in such event, 
water outside the levee would be 
much higher, and therefore the 
levee and pump system is still of 
tremendous benefit.”

sure the consumer gets what she 
pays for, according to P. H. Tracy, 
University of Illinois dairy tech­ 
nologist. 
In Illinois whole milk must have 
at least 3 percent butterfat and 8.5 
percent 
solids-not-fat — like 
cal­ 
cium, milk sugars and protein— 
for a total of at least 11.5 percent 
total milk solids. 
Skimmed milk doesn’t have any 
cream, but contains about 9 per­ 
cent total milk solids. 
Half-and-half must contain not 
less than 10.3 percent milk fat; 
light cream, 18 percent; whipping 
cream, 30 percent; and cultured 
sour cream, 18 percent. 
Many of the other milk product 
standards are similar to the feder­ 
al 
definitions 
and standards of 
identity, Tracy adds. "Standards 
of identity” apply to products in 
interstate commerce and are en­ 
forced under the provisions of the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. 
Interstate distribution of milk, 
cream or skimmed milk combined

GOLDEN TEXT: 
"Blessed are 
the peacemakers: for they shall be 
called the children of God." (Matt. 
5:9). 
INTRODUCTION—Peact! 
How 
we all long for peace. 
The world 
has seen so much unrest, emotional 
disturbance, war and lack of peace 
in recent years, that it is even dif­ 
ficult to catch the attention of the 
public when peace is mentioned. It 
is as though peace might be some 
fleeting fancy. 
Yet, we must talk of peace. We 
must plan for peace. We must ex­ 
pect peace. 
Why? 
Because there 
is coming a day when there will 
be peace around the world. There 
is coming a day when the imple­ 
ments of warfare shall be ground 
into implements to till the soil and 
prune the trees. 
The Bible tells 
us of that great day. We all long 
to see it. 
Every parent who has, or ever 
has had. a child in the armed serv­ 
ice of his country,.certainly longs 
for this time of peace. 
There is a group of people liv­ 
ing today who have a "peace that 
passeth all understanding.” 
Even 
in these troubled times they are 
riding serenely above the storms." 
They are the Christians who truly 
know, love and follow Christ. The 
Old Testament character in today’s 
lesson had this same peace of mind. 


I. 
ISAAC FOUND NO LASTING 
PEACE (1741). 


Isaac took his people and posses­ 
sions down to Gerar 
and 
lived 
there. 
He was prosperous. 
God 
blessed him. 
He re-opened some 
wells that Abraham had dug and 
which the Philistines had filled. 
The water was good. 
However, it 
did not last long. The herdmen of 
Gerar came and fought with the 
servants of Isaac and said the well 
was theirs. 
Isaac was a peaceable man. 
He 
just moved on to another place 
and dug another well. 
The same 
thing happened again. 
The herd­ 
men of Gerar came and fought for 
the well. Again Isaac moved on to 


another location and dug another 
well. 
Isaac found that peace was not 
a lasting thing in this world. Peo 
pie today, who try to live for God 
and do right, also, find that peace 
is temporary. 
The devil’* crowd 
is always ready to strive against 
the righteous servants of God. 


II. ISAAC FOUND PEACE WITH 
GOD. (22-25) 


Isaac dug a third well. This time 
the herdmen of Gerar left him 
alone. 
God appeared unto Isaac 
and told him to have no fear. God 
promised to bless him and pros­ 
per him. This happened only after 
Isaac came up into 
Canaan,. the 
place where he belonged. 
Friend, if you lack peace 
of 
mind, and if everything is all wrong 
in your life, perhaps it is because 
you are dwelling in the wrong 
land. 
You should be 
living 
in 
"Canaan Land.” 
By this we simp­ 
ly mean that you ought to know 
God as your Father, Christ as your 
Savior and the Holy Spirit as your 
daily Guide. 
Any person who will 
unconditionally surrender himself 
to God will find this "peace that 
passeth all understanding.” 
III. 
ISAAC’S LIFE A SERMON 
(26-29) 
Isaac lived so very close to God 
that God could bestow many won­ 
derful blessings upon him. 
When 
those who had been his enemy 
saw the kind of life he lived and 
God’s blessings on him, they came 
and requested a peace covenant 
They came to realize the futility of 
fighting against one who served 
God so well. They, also, had a de 
sire to know the God of Isaac and 
to share in the same blessings. 
So; by right living and serving 
God, Isaac made friends of his ene­ 
mies. 
It might have been possible 
for him to have fought back and 
beaten those herdmen when they 
came to take his wells. 
Instead, 
Isaac was peaceable and let them 
have the wells. 
Friend, you never gain much in 
the long run by fighting selfish 
fights for selfish gain. That is the 
world's way, not ths Christian’s
